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Five of the seven textile mills ia Guben are in the German section of the 
city, and two in the part of the oity under Polish control. The ~ills in 
the German section employed a tets] of about 5,900 workers until the end 
of summer 1947, when threo of the plants were forced to close because of 
a coal shortage. The other two plerta in this section are operating at 
about ten per cent of capacity due to a lack of raw rateriats. lryestutfs 
axe almost exhausted and the amply of cellulose from Saxony is inadequate. 
Raw meturiala formerly came partly from the western zones cf Germany and 
partly from the Wolffan works, now dismantled. Pour of «he five Gercvan 
textile factories are stete-omed; only the Guben plant of the former 
Jaegar AG in Cottbus remains «rivately owned. 


A similar shortage of ray vateriaie hampers the Guben rat. industry, and 
the well tnown firm of C, G, Wilke, now atate-owmed, was closed dom dur- 
ing the entire summer of 1947. In Sentember 1947 it hegan production 
arzin with e force of shout 200 workers, after receiving an order and 

the necessary supplies from 8'A for felt boot-liners for the Soviet ATTY. 
The Berlin-Guben hat factory, employing about 400 persons, imports horse 
and goat hair fron Poland and senie the entire finished production beck 
to that country, 


Both tke Gubener “aschinen aG end the quade plent, which preduce equip- 
went for the textile iniustry, have been able to keap their production 

at alwost normal despite several disvantlings, as they received odditional 
machinery from other disnan*lec plants in the Russien Zone, Both plants 


were closed during September, however, due to a lack of iron, steel, and 
coke. 
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
